A: H E Offte of our B. Lady is of great antiquity, and 
“A. was compofed by the church, direéted by the Holy 
Ghoft; This book is called the Primer, from the Latin 
word Primo, which fignifies, firft of ally to teach us, 
that prayer fhould be the firfl work of the day. The 
fice is divided into Pfalms, Hymns, Ganticles, Anthenis, 
Verficles, Refponfories, and Prayers, for Order, Beauty, 
and Variety-fake, and waranted by Scripture. (Col. 9. 


16.) Sing you in your hearts to our Lord, in Spiritua! 


Pialms, Hymns, and Canticles. 

The Office is divided into feven feveral hours, accord- 
ing to thatof the Prophet: Seven times in the day have 

_] praifed thee: and likewife, to 1eprefent a daily me- 
moual of the feven principal parts, and of the fiven 
hours of our Saviouy’s Paffion. For our Saviour hung 
three hours living on the crofs, other three hours he 
‘hung dead on the crois, and the feventh hour wasipent 
in nailing -him to, and taking him from the crofs, 
By the Matins and Lauds, we commemorate his agony 
- and binding in the garden. By the Prime, his {coffs 
and falfe accufations ; by the third hour, his cloathing 
with purple, and crowniog with thorns; by the fixth 
_ hour, his condemning and nailing to the crofs ; by the 
) ninth hour, his yielding up the Ghoft, and the opening 
_ of his fide; by the Even-Song, his taking from the 
~crofs; and by the Complin, his burial. 
| Note, that the Matins (according to the precife canoni- 


_ cal time) begin at midnight, and the Lauds are but as it 


were

avere an appendix to the Matins: the Prime begins at 
fix of the clock in the morning, &c. But thele times 
aie not punctually obferved, unlefs in religious houles. 
The Doxology, or Glory be to the Father, and to the 
Son, and to the Holy Gholt, we. is faid at the beginning 
_of every hour, and at the end of every pfalm, to thew, 
that the intention of the Office is, in the firft place, to 
ive one equal Glory to the moft_ Bleffed. Trinity, and 
to invite all creatures to do the like. 
Alleluia isa Hebrew word, and ignifes, Praife ye our 
‘Lord with joy and exultation of heart, and is the langues 
age 6f the Bleffed in Heaven, according to Afoc. $. 6. 
‘Lherefore the church has forbidden it to be tranflated 
into any other Janguage: ‘It is uled for a great part of 
the year,.efpecially betwixt Eafler and Whitfuntide ; be- 
caufe that is a time of joy for our Saviour’s refurredion 
and afcenfion. But fiom Septuagefima till Eaffer, in- 
ftead of Alleluia, is faid Praifé be to thee, O Lord King 
of Eternal Glory, becaufe that is a time of penance ; 
therefore, God muft be praifed rather with tears, than 
exultations Sack 
‘The Invitatory, Hail Mary full of grace, our Lord 
3s with thce 5 is to congratulate and ienew the memory of 
our Bleffed Lady’s joy, conceived at the conception of 
her.Son Fefus: and to invite all the communion of the 
faithful to do the like. The five verfes which follow the 
invitatory, and begin, Come let us Rejoyce, Uc. figni y 
fhe five wounds of: Chrift, from which all our prayer 
has its force and merit ; and in honour of which thole 
veificles are faid. ® 
The hymnsare a poetical expreffion of Se preted ie 
and prailes of God and our!Bicifd Lady, and were com- 
pofed, for the moft part, by St. Hilary, St. Anbrefe, and 
St. Thomas of Aquine. ‘The ufe of them is warranted by 
Scripture (Matih. 26.) where tis faid, that oyr Saviour 
and his Ditciples, aftcr they had recited a hymo, went 
» forth. oer. 
The three pfalms in moft of the hours, and the three 
. hours allotted to every canonical sour are in honour of 
the Biefled Trinity, to whom chiefly the whole Oliice is 
dire@ted- The Abfolution and Benedidtions, before the

teffous, are fhort afpirations to beg divine affiflance, that’ 
we may worthily read the leffons following: and the 
firft Benediflion is in honour of the Father, the fecond 
in honour of the Son, the thitd-in honour of the Holy” 
Ghoft. The leffons and chapters are taken out of Holy 
Writ, and contain the myftical praife of Chrift and our 
Bleffed Lady, 

The Refponfories, or Anfivers, are fo called becaufe 
one alone having fung a Leffon, all the Choir anfwers. 
and fings the Refponfory, which uftally is taken out of 
the fame part of Scripture, as the leffon, or othe: wile is’ 
compofed of certain pious affections towards God, and. 
of fentences correfpondent to the nature of that day’s’ 
office. The letter R. ufually denotes a Refponfory, or 
- Anfwer, asthe letter V. doth a Verficle. 

An Anthem or Antiphona fignihes a Reciprocal Voice, 
that is a voice which one wing of the Choir returns to” 

the other, whence it comes’; finging i itin an exchanged” 
order. Betore and after moft of the Pfalms is placed - am 
Anthem, which Anthem is faid both- before and after 
the Pialm, on a double Feaft-day; and only after, ona 
fingle Fea. St. T/fdore faith, thefe Anthems were fit - 
ufed in the Greek Church, add: afterwards introduccd into’ 
the Latin Church, by St. Ambrofe. 

We rite up and ftand, while we fay or fing the Canti-* 
cles or Songs; My foul magnibes our Lord, ” dsc. Bleffed 
be the Lord God of Tfrael, &c. And, now Lord let thy’ 
fervant depart, Gc. to fienify our reverence to the 
Golpel, out of which thofe are taken. The colle€ isthe 
Prayer, fo called, becaufe it colle&ts and gathers together 
the fum of all petitions and fiupplicaiions of the whole 
Office. and is always ended with thefe words, Phiough 

our Lord Jefus Ch rift, Gc. to fign: ify, that he is our 
Mediator of Redemption, and priueipal Mediator of In- 
terceflion, and that we cannot merit any thing by eur 
Prayers, unlefs we make them in his name.

The folemnizing of Maniage is forbidden from the 
Firfi Sunday of Advent, till after the Twelfih-day ; and 
from the Beginning of Lent till Low-Sunday; all other 
Tuncs it may be folemnized.

And yet not seas almighties, but one al- 
mighty. 

So the Father is God, the Son God, and 
the Holy Ghoft God. 

And yet there are not three eae but one 
only God. 

. So the Father is Lord, the Son i is Lord,. 
and the Holy Ghoft is Lord, 
And 
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And yet there are not three Lords, but 
one Lord. . 

For as we ate compelled by Chriftian 
truth, to acknowledge each perfon feverally 
to be God and Lord; fo we are forbid by 
the Catholic religion te fay there are three 
Gods or Lords. 

The Father is made of none, neither 
created nor begotten. 

The Son is of the Father alone, neither 
made nor created, but begotten. 

The Hely Ghoft is of the Father and the 
Son; not made nor created, nor begotten, 
but proceeding. 3 

There is therefore one Father, not three 
Fathers; one Sen, not three Sons; one 
Holy Ghoft, not three Holy Ghofts. 

And yet in this Trinity nothing is before 
nor after; nothing greater or lefler; but the 
whole three perfons are co-eternal, and co- 
equal. | 
So that throughout all, as is abovefaid, 
the Unity in Trinity, and the Trinity in U- 
nity is to be worfhipped. 

He therefore, who defires to be faved, let 
him believe thus of the Trinity. 32 

But it is neceflary to eternal falvation, that 
he faithfully believe the incarnation alfo of 
our Lord Jefus Chritft. 

The right faith therefore is, that we believe 
and confefs, that our Lord Jefus Chrift, the

ee that time Jefus faid to his difciples, 

you know that after two days will be 
the palchal feaft, and the Son of Man fhall 
be delivered to be crucified. Then were 
gathered together the Chief Priefts and Anci- 
ents of the people, into the court of the 

High Prieft, who was called Cazphas: and 

they confulted, how they might by fome 

wile apprehend Jefus, tokillhim. But they 
faid, not on the feftival day, left perhaps 
there may be a tumult among the people. 

And when Jefus was in Bethana, in the 

houfe of Simon the leper, there came to him 

a woman, having an alabafter box of preci- 

Ous ointment, and poured it out upon his 

head, ashe fat at the table. And the dif- 

ciples feeing it, had indignation, faying, 
whereto is this wafte? for this might have 
been fold for much, and given to the poor. 

And Jefus knowing it, faid to them, why

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be reported for a memory of her, Then — 
went one of the Twelve, who was called Fu- 
das Ifcariot, to the Chief Priefts, and laid to 
them, What will you give me, and I will de- — 
liver him to you?

temptation. The fpirit indeed is ready, but 
the flefh weak. Again the fecond time he — 
went and prayed, faying, My Father, if this — 
chalice may not pafs, but I muft drink it, 
thy will be done. And he comes again antl 7 
finds them fleeping, for their eyes were be- 
come heavy ; and leaving them, be went a- 
gain, and prayed the third time, faying the 
{elf-fame word. Then he comesto his Dil- 
ciples, and fays to them, Sleep ye now, and 
take rell; behold the hour approaches, and 
the Son of Mari fhall be betrayed into the 
hands of finners. Rife, let us go; beheld 
he approaches, that fhall betray me. As he 

yet {poke, behold Judas, one of the Twelve, 
came, and with him a great multitude, witli 
{words and clubs, fent from the Chief Priefts, 
and the Ancients of the people And he 
that betrayed him, gave them a fign, faying, 
Whomfoever I fhall kifs, that is he, hold 
him. And forthwith coming to Jefus, he 
faid, Hail, Rabbi, and killed hina: And Je- 
fus faid te hin, Friend; for what art thou 
eome ?

And Peierremembred the word of jefus, — 


which he had faid, Before the cock crow,

he weps bitterly. And when morning was 
come, all the Chief Priefts and Ancients of 
the people, confulted together againft Jefus, 
that they might put him to death. And they 
brought him bound, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the Prefident. Then Fudas, 
that betrayed him, feeing that he was con- 
demned, repenting, returned the thirty filver 
pieces to the Chief Priefts and Ancients, 
faying, Ihave finned, betraying juft blood, 
But they faid, What is that tous?

Then 
was fulfiled that which was fpoken by Fe- 
remy the Prophet, faymg, And they took the 
thirty pieces of filver, the price of the prized, 
whom they did purchafe of the children of 
‘Yfrael, and they gave them for a Potter’s 
field, as the Lord did appoint to me. And 
Jelus food before the Prefident, and the 
Prefident aiked him, faying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews ? Jefus fays to him, Thou

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fayeft it. And when he was accufed by the 


Chief Priefts and Ancients, be anfwered no- 
thing. Then Pilate fays to him, Dolt thou 
not hears how great teftimonies they alledge 
againft thee? And he anfwered him not to 
any word: fo that the Prefident wondered 
exceedingly. And upon the folemn day, 
the Prefident had a cuftom to releafe to the. 
people one prifoner, whom they would. 
And he had then a notorious prifoner, that 


was called Barabbas. They therefore being q 


gathered together, Pilate faid, Whom will 
you that I releafe to you? Barabbas or Je- 
fus, that is called Chrift? For he knew, that 
for envy they had delivered him. And as he 
was fitting in the place of judgment, his wife 
{ent to him, faying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that juft man, for 1 have fuffered many 
things this day in my fleep for him. Bue 
the Chief Priefts and Ancients carttchinat the 
people to afk Barabbas, and make Jefus 
away. And the Prefident anfwering, faid 
to them, Whether of the two will you have 
selealad. to you? But they faid Baradbas, 
Pilate fays tothem, What fhall I do then 
with Jefus, that is called Chrift? They fay 
all, Let him be crucified. ‘The Prefident 
faid to them, Why, what evil has he done? 
But they cried the more, faying, Let him be 
crucified. And Plate feeing that he pre- 
vailed nothing, but rather that all tended to 
tumult; taking water, he walhed his bands 

before 
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before the people, faying, lam innocent of 
the blood of this juft man; look ye to it. 
And the whole people anfwering, faid, His 
blood be upon'us, and upon our children. 
Then he releafed to them Barabbasy and 
having fcourged Jefus, delivered him to them 
to be crucified.. Then the Prefident’s fol- 
diers taking Jefus into the palace, gathered 
together to bim the whole band; and ftrip- 
ping him, puta fearlet cloak about him, and 
platting a crown of thorns, put it on his head, 
and a reed in his right hand; and bowing 
their knee before him, they mocked him, 
faying, Hail, King of the Fews : and {pitting 
upon him, they took the reed, and ftruck his 
head: and after they had mocked him, they 
took off the cloak from him, and put on him 
his own garments, and led him away to cru- 
cify him, And in going, they found a man 
of Cyrene, named Szmon, whom they forced 
to take up his crofs. And they came into 
the place, which is called Golgotha, which ts 
the place of Calvary. And they gave him 
wine to drink, mingled with gall. And 
when he had tafted, he would not drink. 
And they that crucified him, divided his 
garments, cafting lots; that it might be 
fulfilled, which was fpoken by the prophet, 
faying, They divided my garments among 
them, and for my vefture they did caft lots. 
And they fat and watched him. And they 
put over his head his caufe written, This 1s

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Fefus the King of the Fews. Then were cruci- 


fied with him two thieves, one on the right- 
hand, and one on the left. And they that — 
paffed by blafphemed him, fhaking their — 
heads, and faying, Vah! thou that deftroyed © 
the temple of God, and in three days dott 
build it again, fave thyfelf: if thou be the | 
fon of God, come down from the crofs.. In — 
like manner alfo the Chief Priefts, with the ~ 
Scribes and Ancients mocking, faid, he faved © 
others, bimfelf he cannot fave’: if he be the © 
King of Irael, let him now come down from 
the crofs, and we will believe him. He trult- © 


“ed in God let him now deliver him, if he 
will; for he faid, that I am the Son af God. 


And the thieves alfo, that were crucified ~ 
with bim, reproached him in the like manner. © 


And from the fixth hour, there was darknels 
_rpade on the whole earth, to the ninth hour ; 





and about jthe ninth hour, Jefus cried witha — 


mighty, voice, faying, El, El, lama fabatthani # 
that is, My God, My God, why ha‘t thou 
fiteiliien me? Bind certain, that ftood there 
and heard, faid, he called Elzas. And im- 
mediately one of them running, took a 
fponge, and filled it with vinegar ; and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to drink. And 


others faid, Stay, let us fee whether E/zas. 


comes to TR A him, And Jefus again cry- 
ing with a mighty voice, YIELDED Up 
THE GHOST. And behold the veil of the 
temple was rent in two pieces, from the top 
'- even 
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even to the bottom; and the earth quaked, 
and the rocks were rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of the faints, that 
had flept, rofe; and they going forth out of 
their graves, after bis refurreClion, came into 


_the holy city, and appeared to many. And 


the centurion, and they that were with him, 
watching Jefus, having feen the earthquake, 
and the things that were done, were very 
much afraid, faying, Indeed, this was the fon 
of God. And there were there many women 
afar off which had followed Jelus from Galilee, 
miniftring to him ; among whom was Mary 
Magdalen, and Mary the mother of Fames 
and Fofeph, and the mother of the fons of 
Zebedee.

And they 
murmured 
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murmured againft her; but Jefus-fatd, let 
her alone, why do you moleft her? fhe has 
worught a good work upon me; for the 
poor you have always with vou, and when 
you will, you may do them good; but me 
you have not always. That which fhe had, 
fhe has done; fhe has prevented the anoint- 
ing of my »body for burial. Amen, 1 fay 
to you, wherever this gofpel fhall be preach- 
ed in the whole world, that alfo which fhe 
has done, fhall be told for a memorial of 
her. And Fudas Ifcariot, one of the Twelve, 
went to the Chief Priefts, to betray him to 
them. Who hearing it, were glad: and they 
promifed him to give him money.

And he will thew 
you a great chamber adorned; and there 
prepare for us.

‘mony againft Jefus, that they might put him 
to death; neither found they any ; for many 
Ipoke falfe witnefs againft him, and their tef-

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timonies did not agree. And certain rifirg 
up, bore falfe witne!s again‘t him, faying, We 
heard him fay, I will difloive this temple 
made with hands, and in three days I will 
build another, not made with hands; and 
their teftimony was not agreeing. And the 
High Prieft rifing up in the midft, afked Je- 
fus, faying, Anfwereft thou nothing to thefe 
things that are objeéted againit thee by 
thefe ? But he held his peace, and anfwered 
nothing, Again the High Prieft afked him, 
and faid to him; Art thou Chrift, the Son 
of the blefled God? And Jefus fays to him, 
Iam; and you fhall fee the Son of Man fit- 
ting on the right-hand of power, and coming 
with the clouds of heaven. And the High 
Pricft rending his garments, fays, What need 
we witneffes any further? You have heard 
blafphemy ; how think you? Who all con- 
demned him to be guilty of death. And 
certain began to {pit upon him, and to cover 
his face, and to beat him with buffets, and to 
fay to bim, Prophefy. And the fervants 
gave him blows. And when Pefer was in 
the court beneath, there comes one of the 
woman-fervants of the High Prieft; and 
when fhe had feen Peter warming him, be- 
holding him, fhe fays, And thou wert with 
elus of Nazareth. But Peter denied, fay- 
ing, Neither know J, neither do [ underfland 
what thou fayelt. And he went forth before 
the court, and the cock crew. And again, 
oe a i - amaid 
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a maid feeing him, began to fay to the 
ftanders by; This fellow is of them. But 
he denied again. And after a while again, 
they that ftood by faid to 7eter, Verily thou 
art of them, for thou art a Galilean. But he — 
began to curle, and to {wear, that 1 know — 
not this man whom’ you fpeak of. Andim- — 
mediately the cock crew again. And Peter 
remembered the word that Jefus had faid to 
him, Before the cock crow twice, thou wilt — 
thrice deny me; and he began to wéep. — 
And forthwith in the morning, the Chief — 
Priefls, with the Ancients, and the Scribes, 
aad the whole Council, conlulting together, 
binding Jefus, led and delivered him to Pi- — 
late. And Pilate afked him, Art thou the 
King of the Fiws ? But he anfwering. faid 
io him, Thou fayeftit. And the Chief Priefts 
accufed him jn many things. And Pilate a- 
gain afked him, faying, Anfwereft thou no- 
thing ? See in how many things they accufe 
thee. But Jefus anfwered nothing more; 
fo that Pilate wondered. And on the fefti- 
val day he was wont to releafe to them one 
of the prifoners, whomfoever they demanded. 
And there was one called Barabbas, who was 
put in prifon with feditious perfons, who ina 
edition bad committed murder. And when 
the mulutude was come up, they began to 
require, according as he always did to them. 
wand Piate anfwered them, and faid, Will 
HER you 


~ 
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- you that I releafe to you the King of the 
Jews 2? For he knew that the Chief Priefts 
for envy had delivered him. But the Chief 
Priefis moved the people, that he fhould re- 
leafe Barabbas rather tothem. But Pilate 
again an{wering, faid to them, What will you 
then that Ido to the King of the ews ? - 
‘But they again cried, Crucifykims And Pi- 
late faid to them, Why, what evil has he 
done? But they cried the more, Crucify 
him. And Pilate, willing to fatisfy the peo- 
ple, releafed to them Barabbas; and, having 
icourged Jefus, delivered him to be cruci- 
fied. And the foldiers led him into the 
court of the palace, and called together the 
whole band: and they cloathe him ‘in pur- 
_ ple, and, platting a crown of thorns, they put 
it upon him. And they began to falute him, 
Hail, King of the ews. And they ftruck 
his head with a reed; and they did {pit on 
him, and bowing their knees, they adored 
him. And after they had mocked him, they 
firipped him of the purple, and put on him 
his own garments, and they led him forth to 
crucify him. And they forced a certain 
man that pailed by, Szmon, a Cyrenean, com- 
ing from the country, the father of Alexander 
and Rufus, to take up his crofs. And they 
bring bim into the place of Golgotha, which 
being interpreted, 1s, the place of Calvary. 
And. they gave him to drink wine mingted 
with myrrh; and he took itnot. And they 


that 
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that crucified him, divided his garments, 
cafting lots for them, to fee which thcy fhould 
take. And it was the third hour, and they 
crucified him. And the title of his caufe — 
was fuperfcribed King of the Jews. And with — 
him they crucify two thieves; one on the — 
right hand, and another on the left. And 
the fcripture was fulfilled, that faith, And 
with the wicked he was reputed. And they 
that paffed by, blafphemed him, wagging 
their head, and faying, Brave! Thou that 
deftroyeft the temple, and in three days 
buildeft it, fave thyfelf, coming down from 
the crofs. In like manner alfo, the Chief 
Priefts mocking, faid, with the Scribes, one 
to another, He faved others, himfelf he can- 
not fave. Let Chrift, the King of J/rael, 
come now down from the crofs, that we may 
fee and believe. And they that were cruci- 
fied with him, reviled him. And when it 
was the fixth hour, there came darknels upon 
- the whole earth, until the ninth hour. And 
at the ninth hour, Jefus cried out witha 
mighty voice, faying, £h, Eh, lama fabatihan? 
which is, being irterpreted, My God, My 
God, why halt thou forflaken me? And cer- 
tain of the flanders by bearing, faid, Behold, » 
he calls Lias. And one running and filling 
a fponge with vinegar, and putting it about | 
a reed, gave him to drink, faying, Stay, let 
us fee if las comes to take him down, 
And fefus crying out with a mighty voice, 
gave 
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GAVE UP THE GHOST. And the veil 
of the temple was rent in two, from the top 
io the bottom. And the centurion that ftood 
over-againft him feeing, that fo crying, he 
had given up the ghoft, faid, Indeed this man 
was the Sonof God. And there were alfo 
women looking on afar off; among. whom 
was Mary Magdalen, and Mary the Mother 
of James the Younger, and of Fofeph and 
Salome: and when he was in Galilee, thes 
followed him, and miniftred to him, and ma- | 
ny other women, that came up together with 
him to zerufalem. 

And when evening was now come, (be- 
caufe it was the Parajceve, which is the fab- 
bath eve) came Fofeph of Arimathea, a no- 
ble officer, who himfelf alfo was expelling 
the kingdom of God; and he went in bold-. 
ly to Pilate, and afked the body of Jehus. 
But Pilate marvelled, if he were now dead. 
And. fending for the centurion, afked him, 
if he were now dead? And when he under- 
{tood it by the centurion, he gave the body 
to Fofeph: and Fofeph, buying fine linen, 
and taking him down, wrapped him in the 
linen, and: laid him in a monument, that 
was hewed out of a rock; and he rolled a 
ftone to the door of the monument,

A T that time the feftival day of the 
Azyms approached, which is called” 
Pajfch; andthe Chief Priefts, and the Scribes, 
fought how they might kill Jefus; but they 
feared the people. "hind Satan entered into 
Judas, who was firnamed J/cariot, one of the 
Twelve. And he went and talked with the 
Chief Priefts, and the Magiftrates, how he 
might betray him to them. And they were 
glad, and agreed to give him money; and 
he promifed. And he fought opportunity 
to betray him apart from the multitudes. 
And the day of the dzyms came, wherein it 
was neceflary that the pafch fhould be killed. 
And he fent Peter and ohn, faying, Go and 
prepare us the pafch, that we may eat; but 
they faid, Where wilt thou have us prepare 
it?’ And he faid to them, Behold, as you en- 
ter into the city, there fhall meet you a man, 
carrying a pitcher of water, follow him into 
the houfe into which he entereth; and you 
Shall fay to the man of the houfe, the Mafter 
faith to thee, Where is the room where I 
may eat the pafch with my Difciples? And 
he will fhew you a great refettory adorned ; 
and there prepare. And they going, found 
as he faid to them, and prepared the palch. 
| And 
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And when the hour was come, he fat down, 
and the twelve Apoflles with him. And he 
faidto them, With defire I have d-fired to 
eat this pafch with you, before I fuffer. For 
I fay to you, That from this time I will rot eat 
it, till it be fulfilled in the Kingdom of God, 
And taking the chalice, he gave thanks, 
and faid, take, and divide among you; for 
I fay to you, that I will not drink of the 
fruit of the vine, till the kingdom of God 
comes. And taking bread, he gave thanks, 
and broke, and gave to them, faying. This is 
my body, given for you: do this fora re- 
membrance of me. In like manner, the 
chalice alfo, after he had fupped, faying, 
This is the chalice, the new-teftament in my 
blood, which fhall be fhed for you. But 
yet, behold, the hand of him that betrays 
me, is with me on the table. And the Son 
of Man indeed goes according to that which 
is determined ; but yet woe to that man, by 
whom he fhall be betrayed. And they be- 
gan to queftion among themfelves, which 
of them it fhould be, that fhould do this. 
And there fell alfo.a contention between 
them, which of them feemed to be the 
greater: and he faid to them, the. kings of 
the Gentz/es rule over them,and they, that have 
power over them, are called benefactors, 
But you not. fo: but Jet him, that is the 
greater among you, become as. the leffer; 
and he that ts the leader, as the fervant. 

: For 
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For whichis greater, he that fits at the table, 
or he that miniffers? Is it not he, that fits? 
but I am in the midft of you, as one that— 
minifters; and you are they who have re- 
mained with me in my temptations. And I_ 
difpofe to you, as my Father difpofed to me, | 
a kingdom; that you may eat and drink 
at my table, in my Kingdom, and may fit 
on Thrones, judging, the twelve tribes of 
dfrael. And our Lord faid, Simon, Simon, 
behold Satan has required to have you, to” 
fift as wheat; but I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not; and thou fometime 
converted, confirm thy brethren. Who faid 
tohim, Lord, with thee I am ready to go, 
beth into prifon, and to death. And he 
faid, 1 fay to thee, Peter, the cock fhall not 
crow to day, till thou thrice deny that thou 
knowef{ me. <Andhe faid to them, When 
I fent you without a purfe or ferip, and 
fhoes, did you lack any thing? and they 
faid nothing. He faid therefore to them, 
but now ‘he that bas a purfe, let him take 
it; and likewife a ferip ; and he that has not, 
Tet him fell his coat, and-buy a fword > for 
I fay to you, that this that is written, 
muft yet -be fulfilled‘inme: And with the 
wicked was he’ reputed. For thofe things, 
that are concerning me, have’an end. “But 
they faid, Lord, behold, here are’ two fwords, 
And he fays to them, it is enough. And go- 
ing forth, he went’ according to“his cuftom 
to 
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to Mount Olivet: And his difciples alfo fol- 
lowed him. And when he was come to the 
place, he faid to them; pray, left you enter 
into temptation. And he removed [rom them 
a ftone’s calt; and kneeling, he prayed, 
faying, Father, if thou wilt, transfer this 
chalice from me; but yet not my will, but 
thine be done. And there appeared to him 
an Angel from Heaven, ftrengthning him; 
and being in an agony, he prayed a long 
time. And his fweat became as drops of 
blood, trickling down on the earth. And 
when he was rifen up from prayer, and was 
come to his difciples, he found them fleep- 
ing for fadnefs. And he faid to them, why 
fleep you? arife, pray, left you enter into 
temptation, As he was yet {peaking, behold 
a multitude, and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them. and 
aporoached Jefus to kifshim. And Jefus — 
faid unto him, udas, doft thou betray the 
Son of, Man with a kifs? And they, that 
were about him, feeing what would be, faid 
to him, Lord, fhall we ftrike with the 
{word ? and one of them ftruck the fervant 
of the High Prict, and cut off his right ear. 
But Jefus anfwering, faid, fuffer ye thus far. 
And when he had to:rched his ear, he healed 
him. And Jefus faid to them, that were 
come to him, the Chief Priefls and Magi- 
{trates of the Temple, and Ancients: as it 
were to a thief, are ye come forth with {words 
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and clubs. When I was daily with you in- 
the temple, you did not lay hands on me; _ 
but this is your hour, and the power of dark- 
nefs. And apprehending him, they led him 
to the High Prieft’s houfé; and Peéer fol-. 
lowed afar off. Anda fire being kindled in 
the midit of the court, and they fitting about 
it, Peter was in the midft of them. Whom 
when a certain maid faw, fitting at the light, 
and had beheld him, fhe faid, this fellow was 
alfo with him. But he denied him, faying, 
Woman, I know him not. And after a 
while, another man feeing him, faid, and 
thou art of them: but Peter faid, O man, I 
am not: and after the fpace, as it were of 
one hour, a certain other man affirmed, fay- 
ing, Verily, this fellow alfo was with him, for 
he is alfo a Galilean: and Peter {aid, Man, I 
know not what thou fayeft. And immedi- 
ately, as he was yet fpeaking, the cock crew: 
and our Lord turning, looked on Peter : and 
_ Peter remembred the word of our Lord,as he 
had faid; that before the cock crow, thou 
wilt thrice deny me: and Peter going forth, 
wept bitterly. And the men that held him, 
mocked him, beating him: and they did 
blindfold bim, and {truck his face. And they 
afked him, faying, Prophefie, who is it that 
itruack thee? And blafpbeming, they faid. 
many other things againft him. And when 
it was day, there allembled the Ancients cf 
the people, and Chicf Priefls, and spit” 
anc 
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and they brought him into their Council, 
fayiug, if thou. be Chrift, tell us. And he 
faid to them, If I tell you, you will not be- 
lieve me: If Lalfo afk, you will not aniwer 

me, nor difmifs me. But from heneelorth 
the Son of Man fhall be fitting on the right 
hand of the power of God. And they all 
faid, art thou then the Son of God? Who 
faid, You fay, that Tam. And _ they faid, 
What need we any farther teltimony? For 
ourfelves have heard from his own mouth. 
_ And all the mulutude of them rifing up, Jed 
him to Pilate: and they began to accufe 
him, faying, We have found this man fub- 
verting our nation, and prohip) ling to give 
tribute to Cefar, and faying, that he is Chrift 
the King, And Pilate afked him, faying, 
art thou the King of the Jews 2 But he an- 
fwering faid, Thou fayelt i it. And Pilate faid 
to the Chief Priefts and multitudes, I find no 
caufe in thisman. But they were the more 
earneft, faying, » e ftirs up the people, teach. 
ing throughout all Jewry, beginning from 
Gailee even hither. But Pilaie hearjng of 
Galilee, afked if the man were of Gekilee, 
And when be underflood, that he was. of 
Herod's jurifdittion, be fent him back to He. 
vod, who was alfo himfelf at © tee. thofe 
days. And Herod feeing Jelus, was very 
glad; for he had defired, a a long time, to fee 
him, becaufe he heard many things of him, 
and hoped to fee fome fign wrought by 

Gge2 him. 
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him. And he afked him in many words. 
But he anfwered bim nothing, And there 
flood the Chief Priefls and the Scribes con- 
Rantly accufing him. And Herod, with his 
army, Cefpifed him; and he mocked him, 
putting on him a white garment, and fent 
him back to Pilate. And Herod and Pilate 
were made friends that day ; for before they 
were enemies one to another. And Pilate 
calling together the Chicf Priefts and Ma- 
giftrates, and the people, faid to them, You 

have prefented to me this man, as pervert. 
ing the people; and behold, I examining 
his ih before you, have found no caufe in this 
man of thefe things whereof you accule him; 
no, nor LHercd neither; for I fent you to 
him, and bebeld, nothing worthy of death 
is Gone by him. I will chaftife him there- 
fore, and dimifs him. And he was of ne- 
cefity to releafe to them one on the feftival 
dey. But the whole multitude together 
cried out, faying, Difpatch bim and releafe 
to us Burabbas; who was, for a certain fedi- 
tion made In the city, and murder, caft into 
prifen, .And J dlate again {poke to them, 
defirous to releafe Jelus ; but they cried a- 
gain, faying, Crucfy, Crucify him. And he, 
the third time, faid io them, Why, what evil 
has this man done ? | find no caufe of death 
in bim- I will corre€t him therefore, and 
lt him go. But they were inftant with loud 


vuiccs, requiring, that he might be gaye 
An 
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And their voices prevailed. And Pilate ad- 
judged their petition to be done. And he 
releafed unto them, bim that for murder and 
fedition had been caft into prifon, whom 
they demanded; but Jefus he delivered to 
their pleafure. And when they led him 
forth, they took one Simon of Cyrene coming 
from the country; and they laid the crofs 
upov him to carry after Jefus. And there 
followed him a great multitude of people, 
and of women, who bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jefus turning to them, faid, 
Daughters of Jerufalem, Weep not for me, 
but weep for yourfelves. and for your chil- 
dren. For behold the days fisall come, 
wherein they will fay, Bleffed are the barren, 
and the wombs that have not born, and the 
paps that have not given fuck. Then fhall 
they begin to fay to the mountains, fall upon 
us; and to the hills, cover us. For if in 
the green wood they do thefe things, what 


will be done in the dry ? And there were . 


led alfo two other malefaGtors with him to 
be executed. And after they came to the 
place, which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him; and_ the thieves, one on the 
right band, and the other on the left.

But they divid'ng 
his garments did caft lots. And the people

of God. And the foldiers alfo mocked him, —

fave thvfelf. And there was alfo a fuper- 
{cription writ over him in Greek and Latin — 
and Hebrew letters, This 1s the King of the 
Jews. And one of thofe thieves, that were 
hanged, blafphemed him, faying, If thou be 
Chrift, fave thyfelf and us. But the other 
anfwering, rebuked him, faying, Neither doft 
thou fear God, whereas thou art under the 
fame condemnation ? And we indeed jullly ; 
for we receive what is worthy of our deeds; 
but this man has done no evil. And he faid 
to Jefus, Lord remember me, when thou 
comefi into thy kingdom. And Jefus faid 
to him, dAmcn, I fay to thee, This day thou — 
fhalt be with me in paradife. And it was ale 
molt the fixth hour; and there came dark- 
wels upon the whole earth until the ninth 
hour. And the fun was darkened, and the 
veil of the temple was rent in the midft. 
Aud Jefus erying out with a loud voice, faid, 
Father, into thy hands I commend my fpi- 
rit, and faying this, HE GAVE UP THE 
GHOST. And the centurion, feeing what 
vas done, glorified God, faying, Verily this 
man was juft. And all the mulutude of 
them, that were preicnt together at that fight, 
and law the things that were done, returned, 
knocking their breafts. And all his ac- 
guaimtance 
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quaintance ftood afar off, and the women 
that had followed him from Galilee, feeing 
thele things, 

And behold a man named Fofeph (who 
was an officer, a good man andjuft; he had 
not confented to their council and doings) 
of Arimathea, a city of Jewry, who alfo him- 
felf expetted the kingdom of God. This 
man'came to Pilate, and afked the body of 
Jefus; and taking it down, wrapped it in 
fine linen, and laid it in a monument hewed 


of ftone, wherein never yet any man had 
been laid.

a T that time Jefus went forth, with his 
difciples beyond the torrent Ced7on, 
where there was a garden, into which he en- 
tered, and his Dilciples. And Judas alfo, 
that betrayed him, knew the place; becaule 
Jefus had often reforted thither, together 
with his Difciples. _Fudas therefore, having 
received a band of men and minifters from 
the Chief Priefts and Pharifees, came thither 
with lanthorns, and torches, and weapons, 
Jefus therefore knowing all things that were 
to come upon him, went forth, “and faid to 
them, Whom {eek ye ? They anfwered him; 
Jelus of Nazareih. Jefus faid to them, I am 
he. 
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he. And Fudas allo that betrayed him, i 


fiood withthem. As foon therefore, as he 
faid to them, I am He, they reeled back- 
ward, and fell tothe ground. Again there- 
fore he afked them; Whom feek ye? And 
they faid, Jefus of Nazareth. Jelus anfwer- 
ed, I have told you, I am He: If therefore 
you feek me, let thefe go away. That the 
word might be fulfilled which he faid, That 
of them, whom thou haft given me, I have 
not loft any. Szmon Peter therefore having 
a {word, drew it out, and ftruck the fervait 
of the High Prieft, and cut off his right ear, 
Andthe name of the fervant was Malcius. 
defus therefore faid to Peter, Put up thy 
{word into the {cabbard: The chalice, which 
my Father has given me, fhall not I drink 
it? The band therefore, and the Tribune, 
and the Minifters of the ews, apprehended 
Jefus, and bound him; and they brought 
him to Annas firlt, for he was father-in-law to 


Caiphas, who was the High Prieft of that — 


year. And Cajphas was he that had given 
counfelto the Jews, that it was expedient, 
that one man die for the people. And Sz- 
mon Peter followed Jefus, and another Dif 
ciple. And that Difciple was known to the 
High Prieft, and went in with Jefus into the 
court of the High Prieft- But Peter ftood 
without, at the door. The other Difciple 
therefore, that was known to the High Prieft, 
went forth, and fpoke to the portrefs, and 

brought 
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brought in Peter. ‘The maid therefore, that 
was portrefs, faid to Peter, Art not thou al- 
fo of this Man’s Difciples? He fays to her, 
Iam not. And the fervants and minifters 
ftood at a fire of coals, becaufe it was cold, 
and warmed themfelves. And with them 
was Peter alfo ftanding, and warming him. 
felf. The High Prieft therefore afked Jefus 
concerning his Difciples, and his do€trine. 
Jefus anfwered him, I have openly fpoken 
to the world: Ihave always taught in the 
fynagogue, and in the temple, where all the: 
jews refort together; and in private I have 
{poken nothing. Why afkelt thou me? Afk 
them that have heard what I have fpoke un- 
to them: Behold, they know what I have 
faid- When he had faid thefe things, one 
of the minifters flanding by, gave Jefus a 
blow, faying, Anfwereft thou the High Prieft 
fo? Jefus anfwered him, If I have fpoken 
ill, give teftimony of evil; but if well, why 
ftrikeft thou me? And danas fent him bound 
to Caiphas the High Prieft. 

And Simon Peter was ftanding and warm- 
ing himfelf; they faid therefore to him, art 
not thou alfo of his Difciples? he denied, 
and faid, Iam not. One of the fervants of 
the High Prieft (a relation of him, whofe 
ear Peter did cut off) fays to him, did not I 
fee thee in the garden with him? again 
therefore Peter denied. And forthwith the 
cock crew. They therefore bring Jefus 

from 
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from Caiphas to the palace. And it was 
morning ; and they went notintothe palace, — 
left being contaminated, they might not eat — 
the Pajfch. Pilate therefore went forth to © 
them, without, and faid, what accufation © 
bring you againft this man? they an!wered ~ 
and faid to him, if he were nota malefaftor, © 
we would not have delivered him up to thee, — 
Pilate therefore {aid to them: take bim you, 
and according to your law judge him. The 
Jews therefore faid to him, it is not lawful 
for us to. kill any man. That the word of 
Jefus might be fulfilled, which he {aid, figni- 
fying what death he fhould die. Pilate 
therefore went into the palace again, and 
called Jefus, and faid to him, art thou the 
king of the Fews ? Jefus anfwered, fayelt 
thou this of thyfelf, or have others told it 
thee of me? Pilate anfwered, why am I a 
Few? thy own nation and the Chief Priefts 
have delivered thee up to me; what halt 
thou done ; Jefus anfwered, my kingdom is 
not of this world; if my kingdom. were of 
this world, my minifters verily would ftrive, 
that I fhould not be delivered to the Jews ; 
but now my kingdom is not from hence, 
Pilate therefore faid to him, art thou a King 
then? Jefus anfwered, thou fayeft that I am 
a King. For this was I born, and for this 
came I into the world, that I fhould give 
teftimony to the truth. Every one that is 
of the truth hears my voice. Pilate fays to 

to 
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to him, what is truth ? and when he had 
faid this, he went forth again to the Fews, 
and fays to them, I find no crime in him; 
but you have a cuftom that I fhould releafe 
one to you in the Pafch; will you therefore 
have me releafe to you the king of the Fews ? 
they all therefore cryed again, faying, 
not him, but Barabbas: and Barabbas was 
a thief. Then therefore Pilate took Jefus, and 
{courged him. And the foldiers platting a 
crown of thorns, put it upon his head; and 
they put about him a purple garment; and 
they came to him, and faid, Hail King of the 
Fews, andthey gave him blows. Prlate went 
forth again, and fays to them, behold, I 
bring him forth to you, that you may know, 
that [ find no crime in him. — Jelus there- 
fore went forth, carrying the crown of thorns 
and the purple veltment. And he faith to 
them, Behold the Man, When the Chief 
Priefts therefore, and the Minifters, had feen 
him, they cryed, faying, Crucify, Crucify 
him. Pilate fays to them, take you him, 
and Crucify him; for I find no crime in 
him. The Zews anfwered him, We havea 
Jaw, and according to that law he ought to 
die, becaufe he has made himfelf the Son of 
God. When Pilate therefore had heard this 
‘faying, he feared the more. And he ene 
‘tered into the palace again; and he fays 
to Jelus, Whence art thou? But Jefus gave 
hirn no-anfwer, Pilate therefore fays to him, 

: {fpeakeft 
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{poeakeft thou not to me; knoweft not thou 
that I have power to crucify thee, and have 
power to releafe thee? Jefus anfwered, thou 
fhovldft not have any power over me, unlefs . 
jt were given thee from above. Therefore 
he that has betrayed me to thee, has the 
greater fin. From henceforth Pilate fought 
to releafe him; But the /ews cryed, faying, 
If thou releafe ‘this man thou art not Cafar’ $ 
friend. Every one that makes himlelf a 
King. oppofeth Cefar. But Pilate, when 
he had heard thele words, brought forth 
Jefus ; and fat in the judgment feat, in the 
place that is called Lithofirotos, and in the 
Hebrew Gabaiha. And it was th efceve 
of the Pafch, about the fixth hour; and he 
fays to the Jews, behold your King; but they 
cryed away, away with him, crucify him. 
Pilate, fays to them, fhall I crucify your 
King? the Chief Prieft anfwered, we have 
no King but Cafar. Then therefore he de- 
hvered him to them, to be crucified. And 
they took Jefus, and led him forth; and 
carrying a crofls for himfelf, he went tat af 
into that place which is called the place of 
Calvary, in Hebrew Golgotha; where they 
crucified him, and with him two others, on 
each fide one, and in the mid{i Jefus. And 
_ Pilate writ a tile alfo, and put it upon the 
crofs. And it was was written, Jefus of Na- 
zareth, the King of the Jews. This tie 
therefore many ‘of the Jews did read ; he- 
‘caule 
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caufe the place, where Jefus was crucified, 
was nigh to the city; and it was writ in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin. The Chief Prieft 
therefore of the Jews, faid to Pilate, Write 
not, the King of the Jews, but that he faia, 
Iam the King of the Jews. Pilate anfwered, | 
What I have writ, I have writ. The foldiers 
therefore, when they had crucified him, 
took his garments (and they made four 
parts, to every foldier a part) and his coat. 
And his coat was without feam wrought from 
the top throughout. They faid therefore 
‘one to another, Let us not cut it, but let us 
caft lots for it, whofe it fhall be, that the 
fcripture might be fulfilled, faying, they have 
paried my garments among them, and for 
my vefture they have caft lots. And the 
foldiers did thefe things. And there flood 
befide the crofs of Jefus, his mother, and his 
mother’s fifter, Mary of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalen. When Jefus therefore had feen 
his mother, and the difciple ftanding, whom 
he loved, he fays to his mother, Woman, 
behold thy fon. After that, he fays to his 
difciple, Behold thy mother: and from that 
hour the difciple took her to his own. After- 
ward Jefus knowing that all things were now 
finifhed ; that the {cripture might be ful- 
filled, he fays, I thirft. A veffel therefore 
flood there, full of vinegar; and they putting | 
a fponge full of vinegar about hyffop, offered 
itto his mouth: Jefus therefore, having 
: Hh taken 
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taken the vinegar, faid, It is finifhed. And { 





‘bowing his head, HE GAVE UP THE _ 
GHOST. The Jews therefore (becaufe it 
was thesPara/ceve) that the bodies might not — 
remain on the crofs on the fabbath (for that — 
was a great fabbath-day) they defired Pilate, — 


that their legs might be broken, and they © 


might be taken away. ‘The foldiers there- 
fore came; and of the firft they broke the 


legs, and of the other that was crucified-with — 
him: but being come to Jefus, when they — 
faw that he was dead, they did not break his 
legs; but one of the foldiers, with a fpear, — 
opened his fide, and immediately iffued forth — 


blood and water. And he that faw it, has 
given teftimony; and his teftimony is true. 
And he knows that he fays true, that you al- 
fo may believe. For thefe things were done, 
that the fcripture might be fulfilled; You 
fhall not break a bone of him. And again 
another {cripture fays, They fhall look on 
him whom they pierced. 


And after thefe things Jofeph of Arima. 


thea (becaufe he was a difciple of Jefus, but 
fecret, for fear of the Zews) defired Pilate, 
that he might take away the body of Jefus: 
and Pilate gave bim leave. Hecame there- 
fore, and took away the body of Jefus. 
Nicodemus alfo came, he that at the firft came 
to Jefus by night, bringing a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pounds, 
They took therefore the body of Jelus, and 

bound 


according to St. John. 243 
bound it in linen cloths with the fpices, as the 
manner is with the Jews to bury. And 
there wasin the place, where he was cruci- 
fied, a garden, and in the garden a new mo- 
nument, wherein no man yet had been laid ; 
there therefore, becaufe of the Parafceve of 


the Jews, they laid Jefus, becaule the mo- 
nument was hard by.
